RUSSIAN spy Alexander 
Litvinenko WAS the vic- 
tim of a poison assassin. 

He was killed by a massive 
dose of deadly radioactivity 
slipped into his food, doctors 
confirmed yesterday. 

Large quantities of polonium 210 
-billions of times more lethal than 
cyanide – were found in ће KGB 
defector's body and at his home. 

Some particles were found at a 
sushi bar and an hotel after he 
died in agony on Thursday night. 


Mr Litvinenko, 43, spoke from 
"beyond the grave" yesterday to 
accuse Russia President Vladimir 
Putin of ordering a death squad of 
retired KGB killers to carry out 
the sophisticated assassination. 

In a dramatic deathbed state- 
ment, read out by friend Alex 
Goldfarb, Litvinenko said "ruth- 
less" Putin had blood on his hands 
and would have to live with what 
he'd done “for the rest of his life".

ment's war cabinet COBRA to rush 
into emergency session. 

Tony Blair ordered the top-level 
security team for emergency talks 
as relations between London and 
Moscow fell to a low not seen since 
the Cold War. 

Britain last night asked Moscow 
to provide information to assist 
Scotland Yard's inquiries, said the 
Foreign Office. The Yard called in 
radioactive specialists, fearing 
contamination. 

Mr Putin responded to his state- 
ment saying it was “nonsense”. 

And the Kremlin denied any 
involvement, saying his accusa- 
tions were "sheer nonsense". 

Mr Putin said it was a tragedy 
but said there was no proof Mr 
Litvinenko's death was “violent”. 

His death has been linked to a 
sinister group of ex-KGB men 
called Dignity and Honour. 

The shadowy organisation, made 
up of former spies and hitmen, 
apparently offers itself for hire. 

His name appeared on a hit-list 
four times in documents which 


allegedly led back to the group. 
There was another twist last night 
as Chelsea owner Roman Abram- 
ovich's name was mentioned. Mr 
Litvinenko accused the Russian 
billionaire and Blues boss of being 
too cosy to Russia's President 
Vladimir Putin. 

Just before he was poisoned, he 
said Mr Abramovich had special 
links with the Kremlin and 
dubbed him “Putin’s accountant" 
in claims not backed up by evi- 
dence. Mr Abramovich has always 
denied his and others' claims. 


Tragedy 
Scotland Yard said traces of 
Polonium were found at the 
Piccadilly sushi restaurant, the 
Millennium Hotel and at Mr 
Litvinenko’s north London home. 
The sushi restaurant was closed 
last night with police on guard. 
Parts of the hotel were also 
closed so specialists could check 
the premises for contamination. 
Polonium 210 is only dangerous 
if ingested and experts believe 
people who had contact with Mr 
Litvinenko are not in danger. They

A “CRAZED” killer in a smart 
suit battered a motorist to 
death with his bare hands 
yesterday. 

Six other people, including para- 
medics and police officers, were 
injured in the bloody violence. 


One victim was fighting for his life in 
hospital last night. 

Fury erupted in what was believed to be 
an early morning road rage incident in 
Harlington High Street, west London. 

The Asian motorist’s body was left lying 
in the road following a savage beating. 

Then his attacker – allegedly a 6ft 
Tunisian, smartly dressed in a suit – 
turned on two female paramedics who 
tried to reach the motorist, forcing them 
to barricade themselves in to their 
ambulance. Two drivers pulled up to
